TIME’S REVENGE 

“England is like a "-wenerable 
mansion, which, though well and 
solidly built, has,for years lacked 
repairs both inside and out,” wrote 
M Andre Siegfried in Bis famous 
book, ,“ England’s Crisis." It may 
be sald that he conveyed an idea 
of the opinion of the world at that 
time—about the beginning of 1931; 
when the industrial methods of the 
country and its equipment were 
gld- fashioned. England was then 
said to have been ham-strung by 
tradition; she did’ not have the 
will, or the vitality, to adapt the 
rhythm ‘of her. life to” existing 
conditions though she was quite 
conscious of inevitable decline. 
The epitaph, 
to be written upon her greatness, 
for who would ‘have thought that 
within the ‘short, space of three 
years, a French Prime Minister 
| would be pleading with his country- 
men that. to save France from the 
Fate that was predicted for Eng- 
land by M. Siegfried, it was im- 
perative that théy model thelr 
Constitution along British lines? 
Or that an ‘American President and 
his opponents should be disputing 
as to which of thelr policies was 
{nearest the ‘British method of 
| overeoming a crisis, and then 
\agreeing only. on one polnt—that 
‘come. what may, the - British 
method, whatever it may be, must 
command respect? It would ap- 
pear that President Roosevelt was 
over-stepping the limits of analogy 
- when ‘he attempted to justify the 
New Deal by Great Britain’s alleged 
‘departures from orthodoxy. His 
critics were even further from, the 
\truth when. they:-quoted alleged 
esc precedents. in support of a 
policy of laissez faire, and to say 
‘the least, tt is astonishing ‘where 
I some of the rumours found, thelr 

: foundation. ¥ 
President Roosevelt made’ the 
important announcement recently 
that ‘the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration, suitably modified, has 
come to.’stay. This, in itselt is 
authottty enough to dispell all 
yuniours to the effect that General 
Johnson's’ resignation was, not a 
prelude for the eventual demobil{- 
sation of the Administration, and 
it also takes up.the challenge of 
Mr, Hoover, in his recent book,_on 


the issue of Liberty versus Dicta- | 


torship. President. Roosevelt says 
that Tegimentation is to become a 

“permanent fixture,” the only 
difference being thatylt will be a 
regimentation “‘pro bono publico” 
instead of, as in the past, one in 
‘the interests of the privileged’ few. 
Although they differ fundamental- 
ly as ‘to the definition of liberty, 


both Mr, Roosevelt and’ Mr. Hoover 
presenting party .branches- abroad, | 


‘claim to be champions of the.cause. 
At the moment it appears that Mr. 
Roosevelt “has it,” but to quote 
one of Britain's famous statesmen, 
we shall have to “walt and see” 
as to who will achieve Permanent 
mastery for there appears to be 
stern confilcis on the horizon. ;

Transmitting and receiving 
apparatus is installed in the, Cen- 
tral Telegraph Station of Cable 
and Wireless, Limited, London, and 
will be available for public use 
from this week. ‘Technically “9 
picture approximately ‘nine Inches 
square occupies half-an-hour in 
transmission,. though Yh practice 
certain readjustments are some- 
times necessary. A . revolving 
“scanning light.” analyses the 
picture, which is placed on a 
stationary cylinder. ,The amount 
of light reflected from the picture 
surface will depend upon the tone 
values of the photograph. These 
Varying light values are passed on 
to. a photo-electric cell, which in 
turn controls a radio ‘transmitter 
and-causes the necessary. impulses 
to be "sent “through the cther. 
These impulses are picked up by & 


receiving station and in turn cause 


the light values to be projected 
upon a light-sensitive material 
wrapped roung the receiving cylin.

Test pictures have been sent 
from and recelved in England for 
a considerable ‘time.
